The widely’ separated area 
these reports were made at, backs.possibility they were Benuvaes, however, 
preceding these reports was one that was supposedly made 1n East Germany in 
June that was greatly different from the remainder of them. 


AUTHENTICITY: Although the report seeme to carry the weight of 2 ooservers, the 
possivility 1s estrone they may have made a misleading report under pressure 
from East Germany 


DISSIMILARITIES TO OTHER REPORTS: 

1) This object does not resemble the great number of featureless saucers 
reported, The conning tower shave is unknown, with the exception of the farmer 
Trent photo of May 1950, which has a much wider end flatter shape. 


(2) No other report yet made 14s in such great detail, and in many ways the 
story appeavs planned in detail, The conning towers rising into saucer, and the 
above it, the number of jet exhaust, and coloring of its exhaust as it bose, 
and the exact size of the object. 


(3) All reports of 1littlemen as mentioned in Review #8, are very doubtful, 
all present logic and data pointing to non-humans in saucers, This point 
works against the entire story more than any other feature, since all such 
men reports have to date come from very dubious sources, or have bean proved 
false, 


(4) This was the first of 3 different and misleading ‘landing saucer! reports 
to come from Russian controlled territory, and tends to prove belief they were 
Manufactured probaply to continue present world tensions. 


(5)If the other reports of attempted landings of dome shaped craft are correct, 
this flet object differs from them also. This objects lack of windows for 
visibility, and poor flight shape for wind drag also works against it. 


CONCLUSIONS: This 1s probaoly the moet doubtful of all landing reportea for 
this period, and 1s probably propaganda material only.
